—A. B. Howard, of Massachusetts, 


says: "A friend of ours, who grows 
cabbages extensively for market, has 
found that saltpeter dissolved at the rate 
of one and a half to two ounces to a 
gallon of water, and applied with a 
sprinkler, will completely banish the 
European cabbage-worm. It has proved 
not only a sure cure for this nuisance, 
but a special fertilizer in stimulating an 
increased growth of plant. 


—A complaint comes to us of tho 


water of a well being discolored and bad 
tasting, and it is asked if it will injure 
cream, butter and other articles sus- 
pended there. 
AVo answer no, not if in 


perfectly tight vessels. 
But is not tho 


trouble caused by suspending such arti- 
cles in the water of a well originally 
good? It takes but very little milk or 
cream to spoil tlie water of a well. They 
should never be suspended in tho water, 
but over it, and only in perfectly tight 
and clean vessels.—Prairie Farmer. 


•Brown Bread: One coffee-cup of 


boiling water turned on to one quart of 
graham Hour, one teaspoonful of soda, 
one teaspoonful of salt, one tablospoon- 
ful of lard, and one-half cup of molasses; 
then add one pint of light bread sponge; 
when mixed thoroughly it should bo- 
about as thick as for a johnnycako, it 
should be no thicker than can be stirred 
with a spoon. Put it into a two quart 
basin and let it rise until tho basin is 
about full, and bake an hour. I have 
used this recipe for six years and al- 
ways have good bread.—The Housekold. 


•The farm Journal talks in this way 


about the good times upon which the 
fanner has fallen : This will be a good 
year for farmers; that is, prices of their 
products will be high. So of next year 
and probably the next.

good until the crash comes.

Three 
important points are to be observed in 
tho above statement:—1. Uniform kind- 
ness. 2. Xever strike a cow for kicking 
when loose in the yard, or she will learn 
tn run from you. 8. Only one blow for 
each kick.—Tlural New i'orhe,'. 


In recent years there has been a great 


increase in the consumption of quinine. 
The 
demand seems to have grown 


t-roater season after season, untfi it it) 
now regarded as one of the greatest 
staples of the drug trade. 
In explana- 


tion of this, we find medical authorities 
cite the remarkable growth in the path- 
ogecetic infiuenco ot malaria, and tho 
extension of the formative area. In the 
North we have been inclined to make 
sport of the shakes that stir the flesh of 
the Southern dwellers amid swamps and 
bayous, and when the "agur" has mani- 
fested itself in more northerly latitudes 
it has been quite the proper thing to ad- 
minister jocular consolation of a com- 
parative description. 
But the miasm 


known as malaria seems to bo an ex- 
ploring and progressive poison, the off- 
spring of varied conditions, and by no 
moans confines its influence to the chat- 
tering negro in an alligator swamp, nor 
to the lank and cadaverous Hoosier who 
shakes for pastime. It Is becoming un- 
pleasantly diffusive, and is followmg a 
strange wake, the construction of rail- 
roads, canals, and cities. 
Observation 


has been that when a new country is 
seitlod, fever 
and 
ague 
disappear 


through tho draining and cultivation of 
soil. 


In the original submission of nature to 


man there seems to be a wholesome and 
wholesale eradication of evils.' But the 
immunity thus secured seems to continue 
only whilo population is sparse and con- 
fined to agricultural pursuits ; tho build- 
ing of towns and cities, etc., necessi- 
tating tho obstruction or shutting off of 
natural water-courses, produces condi- 
tions which invlto the return of tho ob- 
noxious disease. 
Intramural ponds, 


street excavations, and numerous other 
accessories to the onward progress of 
civilization and the growth of popula- 
tion, give prevalence to malarial troubles 
when they do not actually breed them. 
Besides tho miasm arising from stagnant 
ponds, there are others not less danger- 
ous which are bred by decaying garbage, 
sewer gas, etc., which particular scient- 
ists term civic malaria. These especially 
affect city life, and from them arise cer- 
tain periodical diseases as marked in 
characteristics as the plain shake of tho 
•old-fashioned fovor and ague. 


Medical science observes that thoro 


has been a steady and wall-proportioned 
increase in the United States of malari- 
ous diseases, in the recurrence of epi- 
demics, from 
the 
lirst well-defined 


trouble between 1793 and 1799 to tho 
last and most extensive prevalence of 
such troubles between tho years 1870 
and 
1881. 
It 
was 
well 
defined 


through 
the 
Middle 
and 
Western 


States, 
as well 
as 
in portions of 


tho South, whilo in New England 
there has bocn a prodigality of malarial 
fevers. 
Indeed, no portion of tho coun- 


try claims exemption, for the troubles 
are apparent wherever there is a rise of 
the mean annual temperature and a 
diminuition of tho annual rain fall. 
A 


continuous high temperature of several 
months, acting on refuse matter of any 
sort, seems to have a defect not dissim- 
ilar to that whore the recession of wa- 
ter leaves vegetable deposits exposed to 
rot beneath the blazing sun. 


In very dry and hot seasons any lo- 


cality may become malarious, and'it is 
voiy certain that the malaria/one is be- 
ing extended northward. 
A very hot 


summer, following our peculiar winter, 
would demonstrate tho fact that Chica- 
go is by no moans beyond the radius of 
the inlluonco. 
The evil is growino- to 


gigantic proportions. Medical aid there 
is none. Tho development of tho poison 
seems to bo coincident with commercial 
progress, and it can bo combatted only 
by a more thorough sanitation than is, 
unfortunately, in operation in most of 
our cities and towns. 
This is obvious 


to medical men, and though it is re- 
peatedly urged, tho means of its en- 
forcement arc seldom adequate, or aro 
carelessly neglected. There aro special 
forms of malaria that are endemic with- 
in small divisions of a city to which 
prompt attention is g'iven, and the evil 
speedily remedied ; but the more vital 
and broader considerations of a malarial 
epidemic are not so well regarded be- 
cause of tho public nature of tho re- 
sponsibility, and futile efforts of cure 
aro the foolish substitutes for practica- 
ble moans of prevention. The argument 
is equally applicable to all cities or parts 
of the country, as tho remedy is," pri- 
marily, drainage. We everywhere need 
more and better drainage, sewers in tlie 
city and cuts in tho country. When that 
Is done, quinine may become loss a ne- 
'jossity.—Chicago Inier-Ocean.

ture was so_ncarly no culture at all, but 
a mere accidental .permission to a few 
plants to grow, that I have condensed 
my practice into the mere dictum : "Let 
them alone." 
I find that this-fills'the 


lull of requirements as to culture if we 
have given the soil for them to grow in 
food that is not charged with weed 
seeds, and water enough while swelling 
thoh-iruit. Winter shelter is useful, but 
U afforded by their leaves if the autumn 
growth lias been, as strong as it should 
lie, and it will be strong if they are 
properly lot alone. This consists in not 
only letting thorn alone one's self by 
avoiding bmi-img or trampling or cut- 
ling of rooks, but als.o letting tho weed;) 
let '..hem alone by keeping every vestige 
of wood away, and making them ioi 
each other alone, too, by preventing 
tho beginning of overcrowding. 
To 


prevent the white grub from.interfering 
\.s not so .easy, but something can bu 
done to arrest his destoying work, too, 
and thin "lot alone" all around they are 
safe for productive prosperity.—Cor. N.
